C.26.1.4 The contractor shall pronptly resolve, to the satisfaction of the contracting officer, all contractor enployee perfornance and
conduct problens identified by the cognizant contracting officer or his/her designated representative.
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C.26.1.5 The contracting officer may direct the contractor to renove or replace any contractor enployee failing to adhere to
instructions and general orders issued by the Theater Conmander or his/her designated representative.

C. 26.2 Accounting for Personnel:

C.26.2.1 The contractor shall report its enployees, including third country nationals, entering and | eaving the area of operations by
name, citizenship, location, Social Security number (SSN) or other official identity document nunber.

C.26.2.2 The contractor shall report its enployees in the area of operations by name and by |ocation.

C.26.3 Logistics Support Elenent:

C.26.3.1 The contractor shall place all enployees deploying to support this contract under adm nistrative control of the designated
Logi stics Support El enent.

C.26.3.2 The contracting officer or his/her representative (in coordination with the Logistics Support El ement Conmander) shall provide
the contractor with all required reporting instructions and procedures.

C.26.4 Risk Assessnent and Mtigation:

C.26.4.1 The contractor will brief its enployees regarding the potential danger, stress, physical hardships and field living
condi tions.

C.26.4.2 The contractor will require all its enployees to acknow edge in witing that they understand the danger, stress, physical
hardships and field living conditions that are possible if the enpl oyee deploys in support of mlitary operations.

C.26.4.3 The contractor will conduct physical and nedical evaluations of all its deployable enployees to ensure that they are capable
of enduring the rigors of deploynment in support of a mlitary operation.

C.26.4.4 The contractor will replace enployees within five days or as directed by the contracting officer, if the enpl oyee departs an
area of operations w thout perm ssion.

C.26.4.5 The contractor will designate a point of contact for all of its plans and operations.

C.26.4.6 The contractor will establish a point of contact to plan and control contractor deploynent process and resol ve operational
issues with the deployed force.

C.26.4.7 The contractor will prepare plans for support of military operations as required by contract or as directed by the contracting
of ficer.

C.26.4.8 As required by the operational situation, the governnent will relocate contractor personnel (who are citizens of the United
States, aliens resident in the United States or third country nationals, not resident in the host nation) to a safe area or evacuate

them fromthe area of operations.

C.26.4.9 Oders to relocate can be handl ed as a change in the place of performance. Evacuation orders supercede contract provisions.

C.26.5 Funding:

C.26.5.1 The contractor will provide a cost estimate within 24 hours of a tasking by the contracting officer, or other time period as
defined or determned by the contracting officer.

C.26.6 Force Protection
C.26.6.1 While performng duties in accordance with the terns and conditions of the contract, the Service will provide force protection

to contractor enployees comensurate with that given to Service/Agency (e.g. Arny, Navy, Air Force, Marine, Defense Logistics Agency
(DLA)) civilians in the operations area.

C.26.7 Legal Assistance:

C.26.7.1 The contractor will ensure its personnel deploying to or in a theater of operations are furnished the opportunity and assisted
with making wills as well as with any necessary powers of attorney prior to deploynment processing and/or depl oynent.

C.26.7.2 Wile contractor enployees are processing for deploynent at the CONUS Repl acenent Center (CRC) or deployed in the theater of
operations, the government shall provide |egal assistance in accordance with these conditions:
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a. The legal assistance is in accordance with applicable international or host nation agreenents.
b. The legal assistance is limted and mnisterial in nature (for exanple, w tnessing signatures on docunments and providing notary
services), legal counseling (to include review and discussion of |egal correspondence and docunents), and | egal document preparation

(limted to powers of attorney and advanced nedi cal directives), and hel p retaining non-DoD civilian attorneys.

C.26.8 Central Processing and Departure Point:

C.26.8.1 The U S Covernnent (USG is responsible for providing information on all requirenents necessary for deployment. For any
contractor enpl oyee determined by the government at the depl oynment processing site to be non-depl oyable, the contractor shall pronptly
renedy the problem |If the problem cannot be remedied in time for deploynent, a replacenment having equival ent qualifications and skills
shal | be provided to neet the re-schedul ed deploynment tineline as determ ned by the contracting officer.

C.26.8.2 The contracting officer shall identify to the contractor all required mission training and the |ocation of the required
traini ng.

C.26.8.3 The contractor shall ensure that all deploying enployees receive all required mssion training and successfully conplete the
traini ng.

C.26.8.4 The governnent shall informthe contractor of all Nuclear, Biological, and Chem cal (NBC) equi prment and Cheni cal Defensive
Equi pnent (CDE) training requirements and standards.

C.26.8.5 The governnent shall provide the contractor enployees with CDE familiarization training comensurate with the training
provided to Departnment of Defense civilian enployees.

C.26.8.6 The contractor will provide chenical defense equipment and training for dependents, who acconpany its enployees to designated
high threat countries and other areas of operations as designated by the contracting officer.

C.26.9 Standard Identification Cards:

C.26.9.1 The contracting officer shall identify to the contractor all identification cards and tags required for deploynent.
C.26.9.2 The contracting officer shall informthe contractor where the identification cards and tags are to be issued.

C.26.9.3 The contracting officer shall coordinate for issuance of required identification cards and tags for all contractor enployees
not processing through a CONUS Repl acenent Center.

C.26.9.4 The contractor shall ensure that all deploying individuals have the required identification tags and cards prior to
depl oynent .

C.26.10 Medical Processing and Screening:

C. 26.10.3 The governnment may require nmedical screening at the CONUS Repl acement Center to include DNA sanpling and inmunizations for
Contractors depl oyi ng OCONUS.

C. 26.10.4 For any depl oyed contractor enployee determined by the government to be nmedically unfit, the contractor shall pronptly renmedy
the problem |f the problemcannot be renedied for the specific enployee in question, a replacenment, having equival ent qualifications
and skills, shall be provided as determined by the contracting officer.

C.26.10.5 Deploying civilian contractor personnel shall carry with thema mninumof a 90-day supply of any nedication they require.

C.26.11 dothing and Equi pnent |ssue:

C.26.11.1 The contractor shall ensure that contractor enpl oyees possess the necessary personal clothing and safety equi pnent to execute
contract performance in the theater of operations in accordance with the statement of work. (C othing should be distinctive and uni que
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and not inply that the contractor is a mlitary nmenber, while at the same tinme not adversely affecting the governments tactical position
inthe field.)

C.26.11.2 The governnment shall provide to the contractor all required mlitary unique organizational clothing and individual equipnent.
(Types of organi zational clothing and individual equipment may include Nuclear, Biological, and Chemni cal defensive equipnent.)

C.26.11.3 The contracting officer shall identify to the contractor the organizational clothing and individual equipnent issue point and
issue itens.

C.26.11.4 Upon receipt of organizational clothing and individual equipment, the contractor shall assume responsibility and
accountability for these itemns.

C.26.11.5 The contractor or contractor enployee shall sign for all issued organizational clothing and individual equipnent, thus,
acknow edgi ng recei pt and acceptance of responsibility for the proper maintenance and accountability of issued organizational clothing
and i ndi vi dual equi pnent.

C.26.11.6 The contractor shall ensure that all issued organizational clothing and individual equipnment is returned to the governnent.

C.26.11.7 The contracting officer will require the contractor to rei nburse the governnment for organizational clothing and individual
equi prent | ost or damaged due to contractor negligence.

C. 26.12. Weapons _and_Trai ni ng

C.26.12.1 The governnment nmay choose to issue weapons for self-defense to the contractor enployees. Acceptance of weapons by contractor
enpl oyees is at the discretion of the contractor and the contractor enployees. Wen accepted, the contractor enployee is responsible
for using the weapon in accordance with the rules of engagenment issued by the Theater Commander. The contractor enployee is legally
liable for any use that is not in accordance with the rules of engagenent.

C.26.12.4 Upon redepl oynent or notification by the government, the contractor shall ensure that all government issued weapons and
amuni tion are returned to governnment control.

C.26.12.5 Contractors will screen enployees to ensure that enployees can be issued a weapon in accordance with U S. law (e.g., no
felony conviction for any reason and no nmisdeneanor conviction for spousal abuse) or applicable host nation | aws. Evi dence of

screening will be presented to the contracting officer.

C. 26.13 Vehicl e and Equi pnent QOperation

C.26.13.1 The contractor shall ensure that depl oyed enpl oyees possess the required civilian licenses to operate the equi pnent necessary
to performthe contract in the theater of operations in accordance with the statenent of work.

C.26.14 Passports, Visas and Custons

C.26.14.1 The contractor is responsible for obtaining all passports, visas, or other docunents necessary to enter and/or exit any
area(s) identified by the contracting officer for contractor enployees.

C.26.14.2 Al contractor enployees shall be subject to the customs processing procedures, |aws, agreenents and duties of the country in
which they are deploying to and the procedures, |laws, and duties of the United States upon re-entry.

C.26.14.3 The contracting officer will determ ne and stipulate the allowability and allocability of paynent for entry/exit duties on
personal items in possession of contractor enployees.
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C.26.14.4 Contractors are required to register all personnel with the appropriate U S. Enbassy or Consul ate.

C.26.15 Reception, Staging, Owward Myvenent and Integration (RSO8&l):

C.26.15.1 Upon arrival in the area of operations, contractor enployees wll receive Reception, Staging, Onward novenent and
Integration, as directed by the contracting officer or his/her designated representative.

C.26.15.2 The contractor should be prepared to nove material and equi pment using U S. government transportation and conply wth
appl i cabl e transportation regul ations, such as; MLSTAW, etc., for safety, packaging, tie-down, etc.

Li ving Under Field Conditions

C.26.16 Status of Forces Agreenent:

C.26.16.2 The contractor is responsible for obtaining all necessary |egal advice concerning the content, neaning, application, etc. of
any applicable SOFAs, and simlar agreenents.

C.26.16.3 The contractor shall adhere to all relevant provisions of applicable Status of Forces Agreenents (SOFA) and other simlar
rel ated agreenents.

C.26.16.4 The contractor is responsible for providing the government with the required docunentation to acquire invited contractor or
technical expert status, if required by SOFA

C.26.17 Tour of Duty/Hours of Work:

C.26.18.1 The contractor shall be reasonably available to work on-call during other than regular hours to performhigh priority tasks.

C.26.19 Next of Kin Notification:

Card, and returns the conpleted formto the contracting officers representative or the designated government official.

C. 26. 20 Redepl oynent :

C. 27 Contingency Operations:

C.27.1 The contractor shall support government |led |PTs and attend neetings focused on reduced response tinme to requests for spare
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parts/ conponent s/ assenbl i es and/or support services related to OCONUS Arny and USMC depl oynents for wartinme and post-war reconstruction
operations. The contractor shall participate in activities to identify alternative strategies, return vehicles to FMC status, devel op
plans to support go to war or deploynent activities, surge planning, identifying and ensuring conponent vehicle availability and/or
repair, vendor participation in deploynent activities, OCONUS FSR support strategies, and CONUS support to the OCONUS FSR activities.

5. If the distance between two or nore individual discontinuities is |ess than two tines the dinmension of the |argest discontinuity,
they will be grouped together and eval uated as one discontinuity. This distance shall be nmeasured between contiguous approach of
contiguous discontinuities.
